rkraini:m industry fulfilled the J9b8 gross -production plan 108.5 percent, 
with Republic and local industry completing the plan 106 percent. 
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The Ministry of Construction Materials Industry Ukrainian SSR, Ministry of 
Light Industry Ukrainian SSR, Ministry of Local Fuel Industry Ukrainian SSR, 
Ministry of Furniture end Woodcraft Industry Ukrainian SSR, the Ukrainian Council 
of Cooperative Industry, and Ukrainian Timber Cooperatives' Union failed to 
meet the year plan for assortment of goods. 

In 1948, land under cultivation, in the Ukraine was 11 percent greater than 
the cultivated area in 19^7 • The area sown to summer grains exceeded the prewar 
area by 3 percent, the area sown to sunflowers exceeded the prewar area by 
28 percent, 50 percent more land was sown to spring wheat than before the 
war, and sugar* beet cultivation reached the prewar level. Gross yield and 
average yield per hectare of grain crops ir. 1948 exceeded the prewar f igurea . 

The area of fallow land in 1948 was 31 percent more than the 1940 area. 

Kolkhozes Undertook twice as much plowing as in 19^7 and 17 percent more than 
In 1940. Work by Ukrainian MTSb was 34 percent more than tNe 1947 figure. 

As of 1 January 1949, the number of large horned cattle had risen 43 percent 
over the figure for 1 January 1948, the number of swine had increased 129 
percent, the number of sheep and goats had increased 47 percent, and the 
number of horses, 37 percent. 

During 1948, kolkhozes, sovkhozes, and timber managements in the Ukraine 
planted 103 , 500,000 hectares of protective forest, prepared 94,000 hectares 
for 1949 fores tat ion, 1 , 015 , 000,000 seedlings in nurseries, and 1,390 tons of 
tree and shrub seeds . 

During 1948, average daily freight handling on railroads of the Ukraine 
rose 24 percent over the 1947 figure. Hauling of ferrous metals rose 44 percent, 
transport of coal rose 3 percent, transport of ore rose 20 percent, and hauling 
of cement rose ?9 percent. The 1948 plan for average daily freight handling 
was fulfilled 102 percent. 

Freight handling by river transport during 1948 totaled 177 peroant of 
the 1947 figure. The Dnepr River Fleet fulfilled the 1948 plan for freight 
handling In ten -kilometers 112 percent and the plan for passenger traffic 
94 percent. Freight transport on small rivers during 1048 rose 230 percent 
over 1947'.. The plan for freight handling in ton-kilometers was completed 
103 percent . 

Freight handling in 1948 tomobile transport of the Ministry of 
Automobile Transport Ukrainian 3SR rose 20 percent over 1947. Passenger 
transport rose 209 percent during the same period. 

The ftein Roads Administration fulfilled the 1948 plan for construction 
Of roads of Republic and local designation 145 percent, with the plan far 
hard -surface roads being completed 120 percent. The 1948 plan for capital 
and medium repair of roads was completed 157 percent, with the plan for capital 
and medium repair of bard-surface roada being completed 136 percent. During 
1948, 135 percent mare roade of Republic and local significance were built 
than in 1947; 53 percent more hard -surface roads were built during the same 
period. Capital and medium road repairs in 1948 amounted to 121 percent of 
the 1947 figure, with repair of hard-surface roads increasing 54 percent. 

Capital construction during 1948 for the Ukrainian SSR as a whole totaled 
125 percent of the 1947 figure. Construction In the ferrous metallurgy industry 
Increased 52 percent during 1948 and coal industry construction increased 20 
percent. Capital construction under Republic supervision increased 6 percent 
over 1947, with Food Industry and Light Industry construction increasing 2 
percent. Local soviets' housing construction increased 27 percent. 

During the first 3 veers of the current Fire- Year-Plan, State enterprises, 
bureaus, local soviets, and the population with the aid of State credit- have 
built living quarters in towns and urban villages totaling 10 million square 
meters. During the same period, 416,090 houses were built in rural areas. 
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During cooperative aganizatlone supplying tovne and vorkere ' eettleawte 

sold 35 percent mare meat, 2*50 percent more animal fata, 1*50 percent more vegetable 
oil, 100 percent more potatoes, and 700 percent more auger, than In 19^7 « Boring 
the past 2 years, prices on cooperative markets have fallen 67 percent and 
prices cal kolkfcoi markets have fallen 80 percent. 


Boring 19it8 the number employed in the Ukrainian SSR rose by 1*25,000 over 
the 19^7 figure . FZO "schools' and trad© and railroad school 8 graduated 255,000 
qualified workers during 191*8. 


In 191*8, the number of students in primary and secondary schools in the 
Ukrainian BSH increased by 1*86 ,900 over the 19^7 figure . The number of students 
in institutes of higher learning increased by 2,700 for the same period.
